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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's request for reconsideration is 
unpersuasive. The applicant contends that office action dated March 01, 2004 fails to provide motivation to combine Yamaguchi with 3D 
Zonemaster without improper hindsight. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Motivation to combine the references is provided on page
